Communist Supported by Left Wing 

Marks faced a most difficult situa- 
tion in the manner in which the char- 
ges had been brought and the inter- 
pretation placed uppn them by the 
machine. He must given credit for 
a brilliant speech in his own defense, 
in exposing the real motive of the 
charges and it must be said moreover 
that he got splendid support from the 
whole left wing. Seldom have a group 
of progressives built up such a strong 
case against the opposition and made 
their own principles and motives so 
clear. 

Antonini was probably the chief suf- 
ferer in the debate and with his friend 
Ninfo in the chair, neutral to the ex- 
tent that he did not care who licked 
Antonini the usually debonair Luigi 
had a very bad morning. As John Fitz- 
patrick is so fond of saying, “it was 
a most unhappy situation”—for all 
except the left wing. 

Expelled—So He “Resigned” 

During the course of the debate 
Antonini had boasted that he had re- 
signed from the Communist Party. It 
happened that Zimmerman had been a 
member of the District Executive 
Committee of the party which had ex- 
pelled Antonini, and after he had in- 
formed the convention of the fact of 
Antonini’s expulsion the latter so far 
forgot his previous denunciation of the 
party as to spend considerable tims 
claiming that he had not been expell- 
ed. It appears that even Antonini re- 
cognizes that expulsion from a Com- 
munist Party is no light matter. 

It is hardly necessary to state that 
during this interesting incident the 
face of Ninfo was adorned with what 
passes for a smile among the Sicilians. 

Zimmerman pointed out that the 
left wing did not consider the seating 
of Marks as a favor or a gesture for 
unity. He said: 

“We want unity only on the basis 
of principles and struggle, not on 
the basis of seating a few delegates. 
We want unity in the fight for the 
interests of the workers and the 
union and on no other basis.” 

He pointed out that the accusers of 
Marks had betrayed the interests of 
the workers. “Where do you get the 
audacity to accuse Marks,” he said, 
“when the membership have already 
tried and convicted you?” 

Rubin said “Marks lied to a capital- 
ist judge and that was an honorable 
act,” quoting a well-known anarchist 
writer to the ex-anarchists who were 
among the most bitter of the oppon- 
ents. Greatly to the amusement of the 
convention, Rubin’s speech in Yiddish 
was translated by Ninfo. 


Borokovich said: “I call your atten- 
tion to the fact that those who accuse 
Marks are not fMmterested in Marks but 
in slandering the party to which he 
belongs. But they are too weak and 
discredited to harm his party—now 
or ever.” 

The opening sentences of Marks’ 
speech gave plenty of proof that he 
would not back up an inch. He ex- 
plained that he had been fired from 
a shop where he had worked for 2 
years thru the influence of one of his 
prominent accusers. He had also been 
charged with not working at the trade, 
he said, but “I never sold insurance 
to the bosses, or testified against the 
workers as an ‘impartial’ chairman 
while I was out of a job. I could not 
get a job at my trade; neither could 
800 other members of my union as the 
unemployment records show.” 

Then came the remark which brot 
the greatest ovation of the conven- 
tion: 

“! worked for the Freiheit—the 


only Jewish labor paper in Amer- 

ica.” 

The chairman tried in vain to still 
the shouting an applause but it con- 
tinued, rising and falling, for almost 
ten minutes. 

Marks read the story of his trial 
from a New York newspaper of 1921, 
and read the decision of the Commun- 
ist Party clearing him of all charges 
in connection with the case.’ °The 
story, by the way, contained a state- 
ment by the presiding judge to the 
effect that the socialist party was no 
menace to American capitalist gov- 
ernment, He showed that he had been 
elected repeatedly by the’ membership 
of the union to responsible positions 
while his accusers had been. repu- 
diated. He asked only for the sup- 
port of those delegates who wanted 
to fight in thé interest of the member- 
ship instead of officials. He said in 
corclusion: 

“If Feinberg had spoken for me I 
would not be satisfied. If my accuser 
of the joint board, now a delegate 
from-St. Louis, had spoken for me | 
would have asked myself if something 
was not wrong with me. I want to be 
seated by those who are for unity for 
the best interests of the membership 
because I am a worker and a Com- 
munist.” 

He was seated by a vote of 115 to 
4, machine delegates abstained on the 
novel theory that they would take no 
responsibility in the matter.

ists in the recent parliamentary elections.

The Comintern hails this as a victory for the entire Communist Interna- 


tional and in the foellowing telegram 


of greeting urges the Czecho-Slovak 


party to do all that it can to remove 
newer sections of the working-class 
from the politically bankrupt social- 
democracy: 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Communist International has learned 
with the greatest pleasure of your 
first election success. The  pariia- 
mentary elections are certainly mot 
the most. favorable circumstances for 
the Communists on account of the 
persecutions and calumnies against 
the Communists, but if you have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a million votes 
and have proved yourselves to be the 
strongest numerically working class 
party, then you have achieved a great 
victory. The lessons of the crisis thru 
which your party has recently passed 
and which is now certainly completely 
liquidated, are of the greatest im- 
portance for the working class parties 
of the whole world. 

Bubnik Repudiated. 

“The ‘independent’ group with 
Bubnik at the head which has betrayed 
our flag and sought to bring confusion 
into our ranks, 
merited defeat, the contempt of the 
workers has literally exterminated it. 
The lackeys of the bourgeoisie in 
Czecho-Slovakia have received their 
answer from the masses. That will 
the fate of all those who may 
attempt to strike the Communist Par- 
ty a blow in the back. 

“The main task of the epoch thru 
which we are living is to remain a 
revolutionary proletarian mass party 
despite certain losses, despite the 
partial stabilization of capitalism, to

State Law

WAKREN, 0., Deo. 6.—How the 
employment of “company” doctors 
hefps to evade and break down the 
state laws for compensation for in- 
jury is shown plainly in the Carnegie 
Stee! Co. works, — 

“Tf, in the opinion of the surgeon, 
your injuries result in loss of time 
exceeding one week, you are entitled 
to compensation.” This is the way the 
law is 6xplained to the worker. The 
“joker” in this is that the company 
hires its own doctors to care for the 
nfen and injured workers are hurried 
back to work, whether ctired or not, 
before the week is up. | 

Foremen Foree Workers Back, 

With canes, crutches and bandages, 
they are forced to Jimp back. to the 
shap and if unable to work, to sit 
around all day in order to save the 
company the expense of paying com- 
pensation. If foremen report the need 
for the company’s paying compensa- 
tion; they are “jacked up” and if they 
report too often are fired or black- 
listed. Thus, in order'to hold their 
jobs, they must force their injured 
men to come back to work before 
a week is up, in order to escape the 
compensation laws. 

Claim Agent is Company Tool. 

“For full particulars, call on the 
claim agent.” This is printed on the 
card that the company uses in send- 
ing the workers to the company doc- 
tors. Thus, for information about the 
compensation laws, the workers are 
forced to go.to a. pany employee. 
Usually the atet goat is a young 
student of law and a willing tool of 
the corporation, — 

With company doctors and  com- 
pany claim-agents, the Carnégie Steel 
Co. is making every-effort to substi- 
tute. its own, for the state’s compensa- 
tion law.

HE Worker Correspondents’ course 
of the Chicago Workers’ School 
which meets in the editorial room of 
The DAILY WORKER every Thurs- 
day at 8 p. m. has made a very promis- 
ing start,

Based on Wage Cut

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 6—The 
chambers of commerce of Scranton, 
Wilkesbarre and Hazleton are work- 
ing on a new plan to “settle the strike” 
of anthracite miners, which plan will 
be submitted to both the owners and 
the miners in a few days. 

They claim that they were against 
Pinchot’s clause in the plan he pro- 
posed, provinding for a maintenance 
of the present prices. Along with the 
operators, these chambers of com- 
merce think, apparently, that if they

None are talking, however, of re- 
ducing profits of the owners, but only 
by reducing the wages paid. A meeting 
between Pinchot and the commercial 
bodies is to take place at Harrisburg 
next Tuesday.

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Reorganization and the Right Dangers 


Commenting on the calblegram from the Young Communist In- 
ternational urging the Young Workers League to support the unity 


resolution of the Central Executive Committee, The Dairy pana 


stated editorially, “With the right danger completely overcome an 
the last remnants of.the disease being eradicatéd ...” Some mem- 
bers. of the party have interpreted this statement to mean that the 
right wing danger in our party has been completely eliminated. This 
is, of course, not the case. There aré still strong.right wing ten- 
dencies in the party against which the party must continue ‘to carry 
on a struggle. The point made in our editorial was that the unifica- 
tion of the party already achieved had made clear that the right wing 
in the party will not be able to gain control of the pany or to exert 
influence over a large part of the membership. 

The reorganization of the party naturally has created opposition 

from the right, which manifests itself in an effort to’ hinder the reor- 
ganization program now being put into effect by the Central- Exe- 
cutive Committee. The nature of the opposition to the reorganiza- 
tion of the party on the basis of shop nuclei and street nuclei has 
been greatly clarified in the history of Ludwig Lore.’ 
. Lore was an opponent”to the reorganization of the party. He 
has openly stated this since his expulsion from the party. Today 
Lore is openly in opposition to the party and the Communist [nter- 
national and carries on a campaign of slander and misrepresenta- 
tion against the party and of criticism and belittling of the Commun- 
ist International. Lore, while he was still in the party, made his 
objections to the decisions of the Comintern in the form of complaints 
that the Comintern was not correctly informed as to the conditions 
in the United States and in relation to the Workers (Communist) 
Party and for a time stated his determination to appeal to the 
Comintern in person. His attitude toward the Comintern, altho 
masked under the claim of misinformation and determination to 
make an appeal, was opposition to the role of ‘the Comintern.as a 
leader of a world party. Since his exclusion from the party he has 
come out in the open under his true colors. He is fighting the Comin- 
tern and its American section. The history of Lore’s evolution is 
of importance in judging the question of right tendencies int the 
Te cablegram from the Young Communist International em- 
phasized the need of a continued determined struggle against every 
manifestation of right tendencies in our party. The present, united 
leadership in.our party is assurance that new manifestations of 
right tendencies, whether they be in the form of opposition . to reor- 
ganization or hidden opposition to the Communist International, 
will be met by determined struggle to eradicate them from the party. 
The best weapon in such a struggle is the education of the amember- 
ship of the party in Marxist-Lenifist principles, the systematic. cam- 
paign for the bolshevization of the party.

Pete Jensen, wifi known leader in 
the Internation Redociation of Ma- 
chinists, made a aphic présentation 
of the danger to fe entire abor move- 
ment if the acts of tyranny such as 
shown in the Gfiéw and Whitney 
cases are to continue.
